State Senate 


Passes Bill 


Which UMW Says 
Will Close Its Hospitals 


The Kentucky Senate has 
passed by an overwhelming ma- 
jority a bill which United Mine 
Workers officials say will force 
them to close their chain of hos- 
pitals in Eastern Kentucky. 

The Senate approved the 
measure by a vote of 29 to 6. 
The bill is now in the hands of 
the Rules Committee of the 
House of Representatives, which 
will decide whether it should be 
called to the floor of the House 
for a vote. 

Should the House pass the 
bill, it will become law unless 
Gov. Chandler vetoes it. 

The measure is sponsored by 
Dr. J. E. Johnson, Pike County 
Democrat, a member of the 
Senate. He said it was written 
for him by the Kentucky Medi- 
cal Association. 


Attorney Says 
Court May Pay 
Jailer Only $125) 


Letcher Fiscal Court may legal- 
ly pay Jailer Robert Sexton 
only $125 a month for his ser- 
vices as custodian of the court- 
house, the attorney general's 
office ruled this week. 


Last week, Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Earle V. Powell wrote Sexton 
that the court had to pay him 
whatever it had paid his pre- 
decessor, Johnny Fulton, be- 
cause compensation of an elect- 
ed official cannot legally be 
changed during the official's 
term of office. Sexton had writ- 
ten to ask for an opinion after 
the court, at its February meet- 
ing, set his pay at $125 a month 
for janitor services. Fulton re- 
ceived $209 a month from the 
previous fiscal court.

Specifically, the bill would 
make it illegal for anyone to 
operate a health and medical 
care plan which did not permit 
members to choose their own 
doctors. It eliminates Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield plans from its 
provisions. 

Dr. Johnson told the Senate 
the bill would permit members 
of the UMW to choose their own 
doctors instead of being forced 
to accept medical care at UMW 
hospitals from physicians desig- 
nated by the UMW. 

Sen. Merlin B. Fields, Haz- 
ard, and Sen. Denver C. Knuck- 
les, Middlesboro, opposed the 
bill. Fields said it would force 
the UMW hospitals to close 
down. (Sam Caddy, district sec- 
retary of the UMW, made a sim- 
ilar statement last week.)

The Mountain Eagle was clear- 
ed today of charges that it had 
sold an excessive amount of 
supplies to the Letcher Fiscal 
Court during the term of form- 
er Judge James M. Caudill. 

A committee appointed by the 
fiscal. court said the supplies 
which were purchased were not 
wasteful, but are needed for the 
ordinary operation of the of- 
fices and courts in Letcher 
County. 

Former Sheriff Robert Col- 
lins touched off the invsetiga- 
tion last month when he charg- 
ed that there is $1,500 worth of 
supplies in the county judge’s 
office “which had been there 
for some time” and which were 
unusable. Collins did not say 
what the supplies were or speci- 
fy why they were unusable. 

After Collins’ charge, the fis- 
cal court appointed a committee 
composed of County Attorney F. 
Byrd Hogg and Magistrates J. 
C. Day and W. R. Bates to in- 
vestigate the matter.

The purpose of the school is 
to educate professional nurses 


-|for the 10 Memorial Hospitals 


which provide services for bene- 
ficiaries of the United Mine 
Workers welfare and retirement 
fund. 


The hospitals are located in 
Eastern Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia and Virginia and have 
been in operation for two years. 

Seven classes of practical 
nurses already have been train- 
ed for duty in the hospitals. 
Prospective male and female 
students for the Harlan school 
will be interviewed at various 
points in the area of the hos- 
vitals beginning this month. 


Candidates must have com- 
pleted high school and passed 
the entrance requirements of 
Morehead State College, More- 
head. Ky., where the students 
will be enrolled for the first 
scademic year. The program, 
leading to a diploma in nursnig 
and registration in Kentucky as 
a2 licensed professional nurse 
(R.N.), will require three years. 


During the first two semest- 
ers when the student is enroll- 
ed at Morehead State College, 
courses will be offered in hu- 
man anatomy and physiology, 
general chemistry, principals of 
nutrition, microbiology, psych- 
logy, sociology, English, and 
physical education.

City Fire Chief , 
Can’t Make Arrests 


A city fire chief has no more 
authority to make arrests than 
a private citizen, the attorney 
general's office informed S. J. 
Bates, Whitesburg. 


Bates had asked whether a 
person in a town of 1300 popu- 
lation could legally act as both 
the fire marshal and a police- 
man. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Earle V. 
Powell, who wrote the opinion, 
said he assumed “that by fire 
marshal you mean _ that such 
person is the chief of the fire 
department.” He said the fire 
chief is a municipal officer un- 
der Kentucky ‘law and so is a 
policeman. A_ person cannot 
hold two municipal offices at 
the same time, he added. 


“Firemen are not clothed 
with the powers of a peace of- 
ficer and are not on the same 
footing as a sheriff, constable or 
policeman in making arrests. On 
the contrary, they are on the 
same footing as a private citi- 
zen and can only make an ar- 
rest when they have reasonable 
grounds for believing a felony 
has been committed or they 
have been ordered to do so by 
a judge or magistrate where an 
offense is being committed in 
the presence of said judge or 
magistrate,” Powell said.

The opinion pointed a 
Court of Appeals decision hold- 
ing that magistrates has no 
jurisdiction over criminal cases 
and added “this means that as 
justice of the peace you no 
longer have any authority to 
pass upon the guilt of any per- 
son charged with a crime.”

Dear Sir: 

This is in reply to your letter in which you explain that for the past eight 
years the fiscal court has paid $209.00 per month to the jailer for taking care 
of county buildings. The aforementioned sum was paid to you for the month 
of January, 1958. However, the fiscal court, beginning with the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1958, has reduced this payment to $125.00 per month and you now ask 
if the fiscal court may legally reduce this salary during the term for which 
you were elected. 


Our Court of Appeals in the case of Perkins v. Cumberland County, 294 
Ky. 737, 172 S. W. 2d 651, in construing KRS 67. 130, held that it was clearly 
the duty of the fiscal court to fix the jailer’s compensation under this section 
just as the compensation of other officers. The Court further states that the 
fiscal court, once having fixed it, is without power to change it during the 
term of office which the jailer is serving. Therefore, in view of this case, we 
are of the opinion that the fiscal court is without authority to reduce your 
salary for janitorial services during your present term of office.

RECIPE OF THE WEEK 


A combination of eggs and cheese makes an excellent main 
dish that is a bargain in both food value and price, say UK 
Extension foods specialists. 


Both foods are in a class with meat, fish and poultry and are 
excellent sources of high-quality protein, vitamins A and D, and 
of calcium and other minerals. 


The most commonly used cheese is known as cheddar. It is 
made from sweet milk and is usually pale to deep yellow in color. 
It has a smooth solid texture, and is mild to sharp in flavor, de- 
pending on the age of the cheese. Sharp cheese has been aged 
for more than 12 months, and is more or less crumbly. It is 
especially good with bland foods, such as macaroni or rice. 


Follow the same rule in cooking cheese or eggs—keep the 
heat low and don’t overcook. High heat or too-long cooking caus- 
es both these foods to be rubbery, and cheese to be stringy and 
harder to digest.

George Pappageorge of the 
Housing and Home Finance Ad- 
ministration office in Atlanta 
said the federal government will 
advance funds to cities to make 
surveys with an eye to finding 
out whether proposed urban re- 
newal, slum clearance and pub- 
lic housing projects are feasi- 
ble. 

He emphasized, however, that 
local governing bodies, such as 
fiscal courts or city councils, 
must ask for help before the 
federal government can give it. 
The federal agencies and the 
state agencies cannot come in 
on their own and do the job, 
he said: projects must be start- 
ed locally, but as soon as they 
are storted the federal govern- 
ment has monev and technical 
assistance available. 

In order for a city or county 
to be eligible for federal aid in 
slum clearance, it must have 
what is known as a “workable 
plan.” Pappageorge explained. 
This plan (here the state plan- 
ning agency will provide tech- 
nical help) must show that the 
land in question is suitable for 
the new use proposed for it, 
that the city can raise its share 
of the cost and that the city 
will provide new housing so that 
the blight will be erased and 
not just moved to another loca- 
tion. In addition, the city or 
county must have a zoning or- 
dinance, a “major thoroughfare 
plan,” and a landscape plan. All 
these may be obtained with the 
help of the state planning agen- 


Community participation also 
is an important element in a 
successful improvement pro- 
gram, Pappageorge said. “If the 
citizens take part, you can’t 
fail. Opposition comes usually 
through lack of understanding.” 

Grady Lee of Atlanta, explain- 
ed the Public Housing Admin- 
istration’s program for provid- 
ing livable homes for low-income 
families. Frequently slum clear- 
ance, urban renewal and public 
housing programs go hand in 
hand, each helping the other. 

Lee said federal housing is 
one of the few remaining areas 
where the federal government 
pays the entire cost, and the Io- 
cality where the housing is Io- 
cated pays nothing. The aver- 
age taxpayer pays about 6 cents 
a year into the public housing 
program, he said, compared 
with 12 cents a year for wild- 
life preservation. 

Once a local governing unit 
has applied for housing aid and 
the federal government has de- 
termined there is a need for such 
housing, the federal agency will 
select the site, build and plan 
the housing, sell revenue bonds 
to pay for the project and then 
give the local government 
enough money each year to pay 
interest and principal on the 
bonds, Lee said. All this is done 
through a local Municipal 
Housing Commission, composed 
of local citizens, but all the 
money comes from the federal 
government. 

Families who live in the hous- 
ing projects must be below a 
certain income level, set local- 
ly. The family size determines 
the size of the housing unit a 
family may occupy, and the 
family income determines the 
amount of rent, Lee said. Thus 
a family with 10 children may 
live in a_ five-bedroom house 
for the same rent paid by a 
couple for a one-bedroom apart- 
ment. 

Originally, most federal hous- 
ing units were constructed in 
rows, Lee said, but recently the 
trend has been to build houses 
no larger than two-family 
dwellings and to scatter them 
throughout an area wherever 
suitable sites are found. 

Forrest Johnson, head of the 
Division of Planning of the 
State Highway Department,’ ex- 
plained some of his division’s 
plans, not yet approved offic- 
ially, for roads in Eastern Ken- 
tucky. Among projects now in 
the planning stage, he said. are 
a road from Hazard to Pike- 
ville, a new route from Jack- 
son to Van Cleve, a better route 
from Pikeville to Prestonsburg 
a new route from Duane to Lost 
Creek. 

Reed urged Eastern Kentucky 
cities and counties to take ad- 
vantage of the aid being offer- 
ed them to clean up unattrac- 
tive areas and better living 
conditions.
